-, Are Now All Based On — 


af Astronom 


The development of the resources 
of a rew country is directly affected 
by the correctness of its surveys, Can- 


surveys of the western ee 
_/ all the part of one system and are bas- 
ed'on points detérmined by astronomi- 
“cal calenlation, . Thus, when it is 
necessary to throw open, for settle- 
ment or for. mining purposes lands 
located ,at distances of hundreds of 
Miles from thé nearest survey, the 
lines run form parts of the general 
system. This has given a feeling of 
security to the settler and miner. To|

The time signals-that were ordin- 
arily received at the various stations 
were those sent out from Annapolis, 
San Francisco, San Diego, Panama, 
and Honolulu. This development of 
wireless telegraphy which has made 
possible the locating of starting points 
of surveys far removed from, settle- 
mbnts has changed radically the situ- 
ation all over the north, and in addl- 
tion to receiving the time signals, the 
members’ of thé party were kept’ in 
touch with the outside world by means 
of brief news despatches even’ on the 
lower reaches of the Mackenzie River.

Animal Paradise Found In Africa 


Mouth of Burned-Out Volcano Shelters 
‘Prehistoric Animals 
’ All untouched Eden -in the mouth of 
a bulned-out yoleano in the heart of 
Africa, providing a place of réfuge for 
thousands of animals, many ‘of them 
possibly extinct in other parts of the 
world, is: to be explored by scientists. 
The land forming the mouth of the 
volcano has been purchased by an 


Englishman, who will organize an ex- 


pedition to probe the secrets of the 
crater, . 

The volcano is’ the giant Ngoro- 
Ngoro, the largest crater on this 
planet. The mouth is ten miles 
across, and a verilable paradise for 
wild animals. The Germans.knew of 
it before the war, but kept its exist- 
ence a secret. : 

There is a wide range of possibili- 
ties as to what a thorough exploration 
of the crater may bring forth. Pre- 
historic animals, believed to have per- 
ished from the earth 
years ago, may inhabit its caves, and 
scientists hope to find live creatures 
of which only the skeletons have 
been discovered in other parts of the 
world. ; 

The explorer-photographer, T. <A. 
Barnes, and Mrs. Frederick Balziel, 
both of New York, were members of 
a party which recently made an ex- 
pedition to the crater. They estimat- 
ed that 75,000 animals inhabit this 
strange land. The crater, in fact, is 
a city of animals which have lived 
there for centuries, safe from attack. 
The steep sides of the volcano make 
a natural barrier against the outside 
world, and there are few men, white 
or black, whg have dared to penetrate 
the’ surreu g forests even to look 
into this paradise for animals.
